as long he has been able to photograph motion and 
color.

caps. Something always seemed to be wrong. 

He was not able to achieve the things he would like 

to do. People did not like him readily. He was afraid 

of being a failure in life. He was too timid to do any- 
thing worthwhile. 

Finally wearied by his constant fears and frustra- 
tions, his mother turned to him and said sternly, 
“Son, the only thing you need is God and gumption.” 

His mother’s advice pulled the young man up by 
his boot straps; he found God and developed enough 
gumption to become one of the great spiritual leaders 
of his day. 

Her words of wisdom are still good for us today. 
God should be the starting point in all that we would 
like to do. Without Him we can achieve very little, 
and what we might achieve will amount to nothing. 
Our first responsibility of life is to make peace with 
Him, and then to live in His strength and power. 
God is the first cause. He is the beginning of all 
things. Without Him everything is illusory and futile. 

In these days there are many persons who have 
gumption but have left God out of their lives. They 
may cause quite a stir and quite a furor, but in the 
end of things, all the fuss will have been for nothing. 
Though they do great humanitarian and altruistic 
deeds, even they will in time pass away. 

On the other hand, there are some who truly love

What such persons need is 
gumption enough to undertake the things they would 
like to do, and believe that God will help them do it.

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Why 3 Do Vlot Observe Lent

ROM this Scripture we learn 
] that while Paul was im- 
prisoned at Rome, it was 
necessary for him to deal with 
those who would bring into Chris- 
tianity the ritual of the Jewish 
ceremonial law. Paul did not con- 
demn ritual in its entirety, for 
in verse 19 he illustrates how 
the body with its joints and bands 
“having nourishment ministered, 
and knit together, increaseth with 
the increase of God.” The condem- 
nation seems to be on that which 
would tend to make salvation con- 
tingent upon certain rituals of the 
observance of holy days, the rec- 
ognition of the new moon, or of the 
Sabbath days (v. 16). In verse 10 
we read that “. . . ye are complete 
in him, which is the head of all 
principality and power.” 

At this time of the year some 
40,000,000 Americans will be ob- 
serving a religious season called 
Lent. In the light of Paul’s in- 
struction to the Church at Colosse, 
we might wonder how he would 
treat this season of holy days ob- 
served by many churches. 

Lent, instituted by the Roman 
Catholic Church, is a period of 
forty days immediately preceding 
Easter Sunday. On the Sunday pre- 
ceding Lent, the observers are 
sprinkled with the ashes or dust 
of the palms from the previous 
Easter. This is to remind them 
that they, as the palms, are only 
dust, and that they too shall re- 
turn to dust. Lent always begins on 
Wednesday following a day called 
Mardi gras (which means Fat 
Tuesday), a time of much revelry. 
It is during Lent that the fasting 
of meats, pork especially, is a must. 
Also, during this period one is to 
deny himself of that which. he 
cherishes, that he might become 
conscious of the suffering of Christ 
during His forty days of fasting. 
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Text: Colossians 2:8-23. 


Some who observe Lent deny 
themselves of cigarettes, liquors 
and some leave off jewelry and 
make-up. Some observe the season 
by attending church or mass daily. 

The season of Lent ends with 
Easter Sunday at which time great 
emphasis is placed upon the Easter 
ham. With the coming of Easter 
the observers of Lent are allowed 
to take up again that which they 
have forsaken during Lent. To be 
a good Roman Catholic one must, 
above all other occasions of the 
year, observe the season of Lent 
and attend Mass Easter Sunday. 
With the closing of the Lenten 
season on Easter Sunday the ob- 
server is given a clean bill of 
“spiritual health” and he is ready 
to go forth for another 325 days. 


To THE MIND of the 
“man who thinks for himself” 
would come the question: “What 
does the observance of Lent pro- 
fit?” It is difficult to answer that 
question without raising further 
questions. Would you not ask, “Is 
the theme of the cross and the suf- 
ferings of Christ to be limited to 
forty days’? His entire life was 
one of suffering, devoted to the 
cause of others. To observe Lent 
would mean that for forty days 
we suffer the sacrifice of some- 
thing we cherish, and at the end 
of that time we can pick it up 
again. Is this the kind of suffering 
that is meant in 2 Timothy 2:12, 
“If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him,” or again in Philippians 
3:10, “That I may know him... 
and the fellowship of his suffer- 
ings’? 

There is argument that fasting 
is good and necessary as well as 
profitable, but does fasting during 
Lent make the person more holy or 
more Christlike. If not, what is the 
purpose of this fasting? Certainly 
the fasting does not make one 


more holy, for Jesus said: “Not 
that which goeth into the mouth 
defileth a man; but that which 
cometh out of the mouth, this de- 
fileth a man” (Matthew 15:11). 

We cannot expect God to honor 
our fasting of certain things which 
would hinder a close walk with 
Christ when we have fasted these 
things with the expectation of 
picking them up again after a few 
weeks. If it takes the surrendering 
of desires of our life to “put on 
the Spirit of Christ”, it will take 
nothing short of the complete 
separation of these desires to “walk 
in the Spirit” or to abide in Christ. 

The observance of Lent often 
leads to discrimination against 
those who do not observe this sea- 
son. For instance, two ladies may 
be working side by side in an office. 
One is a consecrated lady who has 
forsaken all to follow Jesus. She 
in fact might be a Church of God 
member who does not indulge in 
tobacco or liquors and is one who 
is “holy in all manner of conver- 
sation,” whereas the other lady is 
a member of another church which 
observes Lent. At Lent this lady 
stops her smoking and politely and 
Sincerely asks lady number one 
what she is giving up for Lent. 
Lady number one has no answer, 
and so her friend questions her 
loyalty to Christ and the church. 

What is the course that the true 
Christian should pursue to be His 
true disciple? Jesus gave those that 
would follow Him the pattern of 
sacrifice. Luke 9:23, “... If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me.” If this 
course seems hazy, let Paul give his 
testimony of the way he followed. 
Galatians 2:20, “I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless I live; 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself for me.” To worship truly 
and be pleasing to God demand 
that we love Him with “all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind,” (Matthew 22: 
37). “God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth” (John 
4:24). “. .. for the Father seeketh 
such to worship him” (verse 23).

Where We Came From 


You might be from a foreign 
country while others are from the 
United States. The same is true 
socially. While some can boast of a 
wealthy, cultured ancestry, others 
may look back to a very poor back- 
ground. But when we apply this to 
spiritual life, we all come under the 
same category—SINNERS. 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all” 
(Isaiah 53:6). 

“Behold, I was shapen in iniq- 
uity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me” (Psalm 51:5). 

“For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Ro- 
mans 3:23). 

“Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned” 
(Romans 5:12). 

In Ephesians 2 the Apostle Paul 
calls the attention of the Christians 
to their past: 


You were dead in trespasses and 


in sins. 
You walked according to the 
course of this world. 


You walked according to the 
Prince of the power of the air. 

You fulfilled the lust of the flesh. 

You were by nature the children 
of wrath. 

You were aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel. 


You were strangers from the 
covenant of promise. 

You have no hope without God 
in the world. 

One might ask the value of look- 
ing back to the time we were sin- 
ners. First, it helps us to appreciate 
the present. Many times we make 
the mistake of taking our salvation 
for granted. We are prone to forget 
that a miracle of grace has been 
wrought in our lives. It seems to 
me that if we would look back to a 
life that was once marred by sin 
we would shout for joy because our 
life has been touched by the hand 
of the Master and our soul’s des- 
tination has been changed. 

If through the eye of memory, 
you will look back to that deep, hor-

HIS IS ONE of the miracles 
J wien Jesus performed 
while He was on earth. The 
footprints of the lowly Nazarene 
have been erased by the passing 
centuries, but time has failed to 
blot out the lessons He taught. The 
gigantic pillars in the structure of 
His gospel remain the same; His 
truth still stands! The teachings 
of Jesus fit our century as well as 
any other. His gospel will be ap- 
plicable to every generation as long 
as time shall last.

The paralytic 
man had been forgiven and healed 
at Capernaum. Capernaum was a 
little fishing town; its streets faced 
the deep, blue lake. Many had 
thronged here in search of healing 
for body and soul. In the end the 
city rejected its own real glory, 
incurring a prophetic doom equal 
to the former privileges (Luke 10: 
15). 

Jesus’ teachings were very popu- 
lar at this time. The constant pres- 
sure of the multitudes in search 
of spiritual sustenance was evident. 
This was the Sabbath so, according 
to His custom, Jesus attended the 
Synagogue. Our Lord always moved 
by divine appointment. He never 
did anything for show or populari-

ty. When He walked the shores of 
Galilee, He knew Peter and James 
and John would be awaiting His 
call, “Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men!” When He sat 
on Jacob’s well that day in Sa- 
maria, He knew the woman would 
come to draw water so He could 
give her a discourse on the water 
of life. The descending cot of the 
palsied man coming from a hole in 
the rooftop might have startled 
others, but not Jesus; for it was 
according to the program of God. 
Once when the throngs of people 
jostled along the road, Jesus knew 
the woman with the issue of blood 
had touched Him in faith. At the 
time of the text Jesus knew the 
man would be present in the syna- 
gogue with the withered hand. It 
was an occasion prepared by the 
Spirit’s orders. 

The hands are very necessary 
organs. They serve the rest of the 
body. There are hands that are as 
dainty as a lily’s petal, and there 
are hands that are calloused by 
hard work. We have seen people 
with hands that seemed almost to 
tear a violin apart and lay it at 
your feet. There is nothing sweeter 
than a baby’s hands as he reaches 
for his mother. Then, how soothing 
to observe a mother’s hands as she 
smooths the brow of her fevered 
child. This man had a withered 
hand. What’s wrong with a with- 
ered hand? It simply will not take 
hold of things. The man was not 
a dead man waiting to be carried 
to the cemetery. He wasn’t blind 
or deaf. He wasn’t paralyzed com- 
pletely so that he couldn’t walk. 
He was a person deprived of doing 
certain things because of his 
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wasted limb. He had a definite 
handicap. 

There are many today with 
withered hands in a spiritual sense. 
God has an abundance of work to 
be done, but there are so few to 
help. Sin has withered the laborer’s 
hands, making him powerless to 
aid in the cause of Christ. We need 
power to grip the horns of the 
altar in effectual, fervent prayer. 
Moses stayed the hand of God for 
the nation of Israel. He was so con- 
cerned for his brethren that he 
wanted his name blotted out with 
theirs unless God would grant them 
forgiveness. Because of his ability 
to touch God, his request for them 
was granted. Paul and Silas once 
prayed a jail to pieces because their 
influence with God was so effec- 
tive. Jacob prayed and wrestled 
all night with the Man by the 
brook Jabbok. He had a limp when 
he left his place of prayer, but 
he also had the answer to his peti- 
tion. The limp may have caused 
him some discomfort, but he gained 
a new name which represented his 
power with God and man. Joshua 
was able to stop the sun and moon 
in their course in order to finish 
a battle. 

These mighty men of faith be- 
lieved God was able to perform 
what He had promised. The prom- 
ises are still in God’s Word, but 
withered hands are not able to 
seize them, God is the same. If we 
are ever to be able to guide men 
heavenward, we must have strong, 
healthy, spiritual hands. 

Jesus studied the vast throng of 
people in the synagogue. They won- 
dered what He was going to say, 
trying all the while to get some 


accusation against Him. They 
wanted to have Him killed. Jesus 
looked round about on them with 
anger, being grieved because of the 
hardness of their hearts. To them 
the Sabbath laws meant more than 
relieving the suffering of mankind. 
Jesus said to the man, “Stand 
forth.” The man was requested to 
show the crowd his wasted hand. 
The hardest thing a sinner has to 
do is come forth with a confession 
of sin. There is something about 
sin that loves to hide. When Adam 
and Eve sinned in the garden, they 
tried to hide from God. They sewed 
fig-leaf aprons trying to cover their 
nakedness, but it was all in vain. 
God alone has power to forgive 
sin. When Cain leveled the ground 
over the body of his brother Abel, 
he thought his sin was hidden. But 
God has an all-seeing eye, and He 
was already aware of Cain’s sin. 
When Peter denied the Lord, he 
went out into the night with an ac- 
cusing conscience. Hiding from 
God has been characteristic of man 
throughout the ages. Since God 
sought Adam out by providing a 
remedy for him, whosoever will 
may have deliverance from evil by 
acceptance of God’s provision. All 
the animal sacrifices from Adam 
pointed to the supreme offering 
Jesus made on Calvary. There is 
no other way except through the 
blood of Jesus that was shed on 
the cross outside the city of Jeru- 
salem. 


“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy,” Proverbs 28:13. 

The divine command of God is 
confession. Man is utterly hopeless 
to cope with sin. Jesus has the 
only remedy available to atone for 
sin.

He waters 
the hills from His chambers, send- 
ing springs into the valleys. He 
wraps Himself about with light for 
a garment, walks upon the wings 
of the wind, and rides the clouds 
as His chariot. He fastened the 
foundations of the earth so it 
should not be removed forever. His 
mercy is from the source that will 
never run out. Who is able to 
measure the length, breadth, height 
or depth of the love of God? Who 
is able to fathom the mystery of 
the riches of His glory? His radiant 
goodness can never be explained 
by mortal man, but He delights in 
His created beings. 


When a man is weighed in the 
scales of God’s justice, it will pay 
him to be on the right side. The 
hand of God is stretched out in 
judgment against a man if he fails 
to repent of sin. The enemy is 
waging a battle against the forces 
of right. Satan started with Adam 
and Eve. They were seduced and 
victimized by this great tempta- 
tion. Step by step from those pri- 
mevil days to this generation the 
conquest against the human race 
has been enlarged. The only Re- 
fuge from sin is Jesus Christ. 
There is always a choice mortal 
man must make—either to serve 
God or to continue in sin. There 
are two ways in this life that lead 
to eternity. The way one travels 
determines his destiny. The broad 
road is crowded with travelers for 
it suits the carnal mind. It is the 
fatal way, however, because the 
end is death. After death a life 
without end begins in a place of 
torment. The narrow road is the 
way of the few, but it is the safe 
way, for heaven is the destination 
of its travelers. Is your life with- 
ered with sin? If so, let God make 
you over into a new creature for 
His glory. The opportunity is being 
extended now, but the night is fast 
coming when it will be soon too 
late to repent. Jesus calls. Will you 
heed His warning?

FOREIGN NEWS NOTES 


The Korea Seminary looks back on 1959 as a mile- 
stone in its history because the Korean government 
granted college accreditation status. The seminary 
can now give a qualified Th.B. degree. (MNS) 


An almost fantastic expansion of the ministry of the 
Assemblies of God in British Guiana has been traced 
to the use of the “Revivaltime” radio broadcast. Early 
in March two officials of the broadcast spent ten 
days in an evangelistic crusade designed to conserve 
and stabilize the unusual expansion of the recent 
years. They consider British Guiana to be “an entirely 
new mission field” for their denomination. Since the 
broadcast was first released five years ago on the 
radio station in Georgetown, an estimated 3,000 per- 
sons have been converted and they in turn have 
opened churches in the British colony. 

The scant supply of radios makes the growth even 
more outstanding. This was reported by a minister 
who toured the colony recently. Natives place their 
radios in the window when “Revivaltime” comes on, 
and turn up the volume so everyone nearby may hear. 
“I saw ten boys and girls ranging in age from ten to 
fifteen years standing outside a window listening to 
the ‘Revivaltime’ choir and to Brother Ward’s mes- 
sage,” the minister reported. (ERA) 


Foreign visitors to Communist China report that 
Communists no longer try to make a show of religious 
freedom in the country. Tourists in Taipei, Taiwan 
are not invited to visit churches. In Canton, a visitor 
could not find a single church which was open and 
there seemed to be no Christian activity there at all. 
A visitor in that city was told that he could go to mass 
before 4:00 a.m. or after 10:00 p.m. “because priests 
are working just like everyone else.’ Another who 
asked about the time of mass was told, “There is no 
more religion in (Red) China.” The press is silent 
about the church in order to give the impression that 
Christianity has been liquidated and that it no longer 
poses a problem. (FENS) 
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The Hong Kong Bible Society reports that since the 
war years the local Chinese churches have been taking 
a greater share in the responsibility for its work. 
Contributions from these groups, which consist of eco- 
nomically poor refugee Christians from China’s main- 
land, have reached an all-time high. More than $3,500 
has been raised for the Bible Society’s work. (MNS) 


An evangelistic center for the Assemblies of God has 
recently been dedicated in Calcutta, India. It is re- 
ported to be the first evangelical church to be built in 
Calcutta (population, seven million) in more than 100 
years. (MNS) 


The Christian Literature Crusade reports that only 
ten of the thirty dialects spoken in Liberia have re- 
ceived portions of the Scriptures. None have the en- 
tire New Testament or Bible. Missionary translators 
are faithfully continuing their efforts to give the 
Scriptures to Liberia’s one and one half million peo- 
ple. (MNS) : 


The population of Indonesia may exceed that of 
Japan by 1980, according to a population study re- 
leased by the United Nations, In 1950, Indonesia, 
with a population of 75 million, was the largest of 
any Southeast Asia country. If Indonesia overtakes 
Japan in population, it will be the world’s fifth larg- 
est country, following People’s China, India, Russia 
and the United States. (MNS) 


A tribe of very strict Moslems known as the Mzabites 
have been discovered living in seven villages of the 
northern Sahara. Unlike most Moslems, they are scru- 
pulously honest and practice a very strict morality. All 
forms of gaity are firmly surpressed. (Missionary Man-

Sister Etta Strickland was born in States- 
boro, Georgia, April 9, 1879. She was con- 


verted in one of the great Methodist re- 
vivals of more than a half century ago.

Mis_.onary Statistics for 
1960 Analyzed 


Protestant churches throughout 
the world are now sending 42,250 
missionaries to lands other than 
their own. Of this number 27,219 
or 64.4 per cent go from North 
America—the United States and 
Canada. The North American for- 
eign missionary force has _ in- 
creased 81 per cent during the past 
ten years; 8.6 per cent since 1958. 
These facts and many others are 
brought to light in the “Occasional 
Bulletin” dated November 23, 1960. 

The Bulletin also reports that 
the number of overseas missionary 
agencies listed this year is 421, or 
72 more than in 1958. This striking 
increase is due to two main rea- 
sons—the discovery of new mis- 
sionary societies not previously in- 
cluded, and the larger number of 
societies which responded in the 
1960 survey. 

The Bulletin also states that “the 
total (missionaries) supported by 
Division of Foreign Missions (NCC) 
member, associated, and related 
boards is 10,234, compared with 10,- 
425 in 1956, and 10,977 in 1958. 
A few mission boards have with- 
drawn or plan withdrawal from the 
DFM. The percentage of mission- 
aries in the DFM grouping (i.e., 
percentage of the net total— 
making allowance for duplications) 
has dropped to 38.0 from 41.2 per 
cent in 1958, and 43.5 per cent in 
1956. The EFMA personnel has 
grown from 4,382 in 1956 to 5,744 
in 1960; the IFMA from 4,786 to 
5,443. The AMICCC has dropped 
from 1,079 to 877.”

enough that they will not shift 
their position with every wind that 
blows,” proclaims T. B. Maston, 
professor of Christian ethics. 

Straightforward discussions 
dealing with the pastor’s pulpit 
life will aid both laymen and pas- 
tors in forming progressive, bind- 
ing and serving qualities. 

I believe that any layman who 
is reverently interested in the re- 
wards of full-time Christian serv- 
ice, and any pastor who is eager 
to tap the resources of unused lay- 
men power would profit profound- 
ly by the compassionate counsel 
and tender spiritual suggestions of 
these seventeen Christian laymen.

THE RUDDER AND THE ROCK, 
by Charles W. Conn, unillustrated, 
151 pages, hard-bound, Cleveland, 
Tenn.: Pathway Press, $2.50. 


This book by the editor of the 
Church of God Evangel, satisfies 
me immensely. The title is based 
on the proverb, “He who will not 
answer to the rudder must answer 
to the rock.” It consists of 38 brief 
and pithy chapters that are parti- 
cularly easy to read because of the 
style of writing, and because of 
the layout of the book. 

The Rudder and the Rock deals 
with many aspects of practical 
holiness. Mr. Conn, to whom the 
whole Pentecostal Movement is in- 
debted for his scholarly histories 
of the Church of God, has now 
shown us that he is = as adept 
when writing in a simpler strain 
of practical exhortation for daily 
walking with God. Incidentally, the 
book contains many excellent il- 
lustrations that could be of use to 
preachers and Sunday School 
teachers.

PRINCIPLES OF BIBLICAL 
HERMENEUTICS, by J. Edwin 
Hartill, unillustrated, 123 pages, 
Zondervan, hard-bound, $3.50. 


Principles of Biblical Hermeneu- 
tics offers an outline study of parts 
of Biblical history and some of the 
principles of Biblical interpreta- 
tion. The name is on that account 
somewhat misleading. The name 
of the book implies that the entire 
book is dedicated to aiding Bible 
students in how to interpret the 
Bible; whereas, much of the book 
is dedicated to a particular inter- 
pretation of the Bible. 

The book lends itself quite well 
to outline, discussion, and to class- 


room use. The outlines are offered 
with Scriptural references, so that 
the students may check each step 
in the outline with a Scriptural 
statement. This type of book and 
lan is especially helpful for text- 

k or other study purposes. It is 
not conducive, however, to popular 
and rapid reading. 

Previous mention was made of 
the fact that the book offers a 
particular interpretation of the 
Scriptures. This interpretation is 
dispensationalism. Dispensational- 
ism is regarded as accepted fact 
by the author which is somewhat 
of a presumption. Since the ma- 
jority of Bible scholars are not con- 
vinced of this particular Biblical 
viewpoint, this must be regarded 
as a weakness not only because 
dispensationalism is not universal- 
ly accepted, but because it is of 
devious foundation Biblically. 

Attached with the author’s dis- 
pensationalism is a section of nu- 
merics which is an attempt to show 
special nr cee Significance to 
certain numbers used in the Scrip- 
tures. Here again, the author of- 
fers as fact a yet unproved in- 
terpretation. 

We recommend the use of this 
book for its value in classroom use 
and outline studies.
